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"ROBY IS SLANDERED

CHICAGO REPORT OF SMALLPOX AT
THE RACE TRACK 1S FALSE,

The Plague In Located in South Chi-
cago, and There Is Danger of Its
Spreading—Siate Newn.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal.

HAMMOND, Ind.,, Jan, 1Z.—According to
the local health officers there is not the
least foundation for the report sent out
from Chicago last night that an epidemic
of smallpox has broken out at Roby. On
the contrary, all the cases reported seem
td have been developed at Bouth Chicago.
It was reported here last night that sev-
eral ecases had been discovered at the
traicks and the Knickerbocker Ice Com-
pany demanded the city authoritites to
make an investigation. Dr. H. G. Merz,
secretary of the city board of health, im-
mediately went to Roby and, in company
with the chief of police, made a thorough
investigation and found not the slightest
vestage of smallpox. Dr. Merz this after-
noon issued the following statement to the
press:

“I was informed by Alderman Schaaf
that there were several cases of smallpox
at Roby. Mpr. Schaaf had recelved a letter
from the Knickerbocker Ice Company that
there had been two cases removed from
the track within the last two days. In the
letter the writer stated that the men were
taken from the Wesley Fields stables, 1
went there this morning with Chief of Police
Malo and on investigation we found that
the stable referred to had been moved.
We then went through every stable and
gtall on the track, but found no one sick.
Captain Bell had already made an investl-
gation, but found nothing of a suspicious
character. In order to clear the tracks
from a large number of hangers-on, I have
issued an order that badges be lssued to
employes of the tracks and thoze that have
no badge will be ejected from tne nciosure.
In this way 1 think a great deal can bhe
aone to keep the dreaded malady out.”

Yesterday afternoon a cas: of smaulpox
was discovered on a South Chicago street
car,” The conductor ran the car on a s.ae
track near Roby and notified the South
Chicago city authorities and some six hours
later the case was removed to the pest-
house. But Lake county is not entirely ilee
from the disease: At East Chlcago vyes-
terlay Drs. Brown and Patterson pro-
nounced the slckness of Robert Ingram,
an employe of the rolling mill, as belng a
case o« smalipox. The patient was removed
to an isolated cottage, which was quar-
antined. 1t is sald that there are several
other persons at the cottage with the
patient, but all precautionary measures
have been taken to prevent the spread of
the disecase. The clty health officers have
issued a notice requiring every resident
of that city to be vacinnated at once. This
notice Is issued wunder a municipal cade
and provides for a fine of $00 for non-
compliance. The lttle city is In a state
of excitement. Many people besides the
members of the patient’s family have been
exposed and despite the measures taken to
prevent the spread of the disease the
people fear it will bacome epidmic.

A SUSPICIOUS CRAFT

CARRYING CONTRABAND ARMS
SEIZED BY CUSTOMS OFFICIALS,

Supposed to Be One of a Fleet Start-
ing from Florida on a Filibuster-
ing Expedition -onth.

FERNANDINA, Fla., Jan. 12.—At 4:30 p.
m. Collector of Customs Baltzell received
orders from the Treasury Department to
detain the yacht Lagonda, now lIying in
port, as a suspicious craft. Just before
the message was recdived at the collector's
office w0 boxes, five feet long and twelve
by elghteen inches square, were brought
in by some draymen. They were the same
kind as thoss which were on board, and
were seen floating down the Amelia river
opposite the Florida Central & Peninsular
railroad warehouse, and were hauled ashore
by some colored man, who found their con-
tents to be cutlaszes and canieens. They
were ordered sent ‘to the customs offices.
Some colored longshoremen claimed to have
seen men tossing things overboard to-day
just before dinner, as the deputy collector
was seen to approach the yacht in his
launch for the purpose of making an exam-
ination of some cases that had ‘been re-
ceived from Neww York on the Mallory
line steamship State of Texas, last Tuesday,
and which were put on board the yacht yes-

terday. The cases plcked out of the river
are soime of thliyse that went on board the
Lagonia yesterday.

I'ne vessel arrived in port Tuesday. As a
great many yachtis enter the harbor this
time of the wvear, nothinﬁ‘was thought of
the vessel's appearance. Wednesday morn-
ing she sailed with a party of Fernandina
gentlemen on board, up St Mary’'s river
for the pu se of taking on fresh water.
She retunigothe nzxt day. The gentlemen
rom Fernandina who accompanied the ves-
iel spoke in the highest terms of Senors
Mantell, jr., and Morandi and Captain Grif-
fin, whose guests they had been. It seems
now that the vessel ‘had contraband goods
'n board and this little trip planned to
throw off susricmn in order to give her a
chance of taking on her cargo of canteens,
saddle bags, belts and ugly looking cut-
asses. That the Lagonda has been charter-
ad in the Intérest of some Central American
sevolutionary party is only too apparent.
Senor Mari, a noted Cuban revnlul!omsg,
was here six months ago, the guest of N.
3. Borden, British vice consul at this port,
ind who returned from New York a few
lavs ago after o long stay there. It is now
mpposed that he is interested in the char-
ter of his boat Amadis, and a third vessel
that is unknown. It is understood that
3enors Mantell, jr., and Mirandl are resl-
dents of Costa Rica. Mr. Borden denles
th-ﬁ he knew anything of the matter and
sald:

“I was introduced to Mr. Mantell in New
York by a Spaniard, and at his instigation
l';u%rltered the Lagonda through Lord and

altis.”

Mr. Berden said that the yacht was, not
to aid anv Central American revolution.
The rumor started because the owner, R.
W. Willlams, wiring here that the yacht
should not proceed further untll one month's
rent was paid in advance. Borden denies
any complicity in the matter. He first de-
nied knowledge of the Amadis, but after-
wards admitted that he had chartered her,
but sald he 4id not know her whereabouts.
It is thought here that the Langonda and
unknowjp other vessels are cruising outside.
The lL.afonda is in charge of Captain Grif-
fAing and is of steel, 130 feet long with net
tonnage of eighty tons, She has the repu-
tation. of being very dast. Mantell, her
Spanish passenger, is a young man of
twenty years tf\e son of De Mantell, who
It seems i= fumlshing money for the ex-
pendition: Miranda is another Spanlard on
beard and passes a= the Younger man's
guardian. When détained they claimed
‘hat the material wes to be used on' the
plantation of the owner by Mantell at
emon, Costa Rica. Fifteen large cases of
ravalry acccutrements are in the cargo of
the vessel. The vessel will be held here
subject to orders from Washington.

Held for Prudentinl Reasons.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Treasury
Department has received information that
on or about the 4th inst, two steam yachts,
named, respectively, Lagonda and Amadis,
left New York on what is suspected to be
a filibustering eXpetiition. No specific in-
formation has been received, but the cus-
toms officials at Southern ports, where it
is thought the vessels may touch, have
been instructed to take measures 10 pre-
vent a violation of the neutrality laws.
The impression prevails that the vessels
are laden with arms and munitions of
war, but what thelr destination may be is
1 matter of conjecture, as there are no in-
dicationz of trouble in any of the South
American States. The action taken by the
Treasury Department is for prudential
reasons sSolely.

“EYETHER"” AND NEYTHER.”

Change of Pronanciation Ordered by
n Theatrical Manager.
Rochestér Democrat and Chronlcle,

Queer things are fads in pronunclation,
and ever on the alart must be those who
aspire to mold their speech strictly in ac-
cordance with the latest discoveries in this
branch of knowledge. How easily they
may come to grief when they fancy them-
selves most awe-inspiring js illustrated by
the parable of “The Lyceum Actor and the
Metropolitan Critics' which the Chronicler
will now, after a brief introduction, pro-
ceed to relate, Once upon a time every
American, except an occasional clergvman
in his ‘official utterances, pronounced the
words “elther” and *“‘neitner”’ “eeth r"*“ .
“neether.’” Then arose certain purists who
declared this method of pronunclation 12-
norant and barbarous, because the combl-
nation of letters “ie'" =stoed for the
long sound of “e'" while *‘ei’”" stood only for
the long sound of *'i."" So they insisted
that *““either” and *neither’” should bz pro-
nounced “evether” and ‘“nevether,” and
justified their contentlon by reference (o
the accented manner of sounding the word
“height.”” But they made no reference to
the sound of the word “recelve,” which
reference would have confused counsel, or
to the sound of the word ““frelght,” wnicn
reference would have led them inevitably
into Hibernlcism. So they made of ““elther'
and *neither” a sghibboleth by which to
distinguish the cultured from the Phailis-
tine, and many gave heed to them. Years
rolled by. “Eyether” and “‘neyether”
ceased to be affectations. Very nmany peo-
ple used this pronunciation naturally and
without prepenseness, and even those who
continued to say “ectner” amd “‘neether”
were prone to regard the otner pronuncia-
tlon us the more Indicative of refinement
and culture in the speaker, and sometimes
atrove to use it when they desired to make
un impression, generally with disastrous re-
sults,

But when all this had come about and
“eyether” and *“neyther"” seemed to have
firmly established thelr clalm to superior-
ity, there camo to l?w theater of Mr. Daniel
Frohman an nctor velet Miss Beatrice Cam-
eron, to whom was entrusted the leading
role in a new play. This one had from her
vouth up been trained to regard “‘evther’’
anfl “neyther” ax certificates of refinement
and to say them with unction and emphasis,
S0 when she received her part and per-
colved that it was plentifully peppered with
“elthers' und. "netthers’” she rejolced great-
Iy and sald to herself, “"Behold, 1 will par-
alyze this metropolitan audience with my
fin de slecleness. ' And on the firat night
khe aakd “eyther” and “neyther’” with great
purity and distinetness all through the play
and never once mlseed or tripped, Next
morning she found to her horror amd surs
wrise, that evoary lant dramatic critie In
New York had something to say about her
“painfully provincial pronunciastion.” Also
Mr., Frohman sought spesch with her and
Informed her that the ladles and gentlemen
of his company were supposed to be persons
of a certaln amount of education and gome
necustomaodness to decent soclety, that he
had been palnfully shocked (o notlce that
her training and surroundings had been
such that she was habltually and uncon-
velously gullty of barbarous soleclams In
speech nnd thiat whe must, especially, elther
train herself forthwith to My “ecther” and
“peether'” or hand in her resignuation, A
new fad in pronunciation hax evidently come
to the fore and the old battle between
“evether” wnd “eether” I8 to be fought
over aganin. with the difference that this
time "eyether” is to be the under dog in
the fght.

SOCIALIST EXPELLED.

Inecldent in the Proceedings of the
French Chamber of Deputies.

PARIS, Jan. 12.—In the Chamber of Dep-
uties to-day, during the debate on the budg-
et provision for the Legion of Honor, M.
Rouanet, Socialist, said: *“I was golng to
propoge to reduce the budget, but after the
recent votes, I am satisfled that the Cham-
ber cnanot make upright decisions.”

Th2 apvove remarks called forth violent
interruptions, and an upreoar followed, caus-
ing the president of the Chamber, M. Bris-
son, to intervene and propose the suspen-
slon of M. Rouanet. Thereupon, 1AL Mil-
leraud, Socialist. interposed and said the
Chamber of Deputles could not expel AL

Rouanet, and quoted an article in the
Figaro, which sald that if the Chamber of
Deputies did not vote for the release of M.
Gerault-Richard, the members of that body
ought to be sent to Mazas prison, This
caused an uprovar, and brought forth from
the president the reply that the Chamber
could not ignore such outrages. The ex-
ulsion of M. Rouanet was then voted and
e left the Chamber.

Trouble on the Gold Const.

LIVERPOOL, Jan. 12.—Advices received
here from Cape Coast Castle, a town of the
gold coast colony, British West Africa, say
that the trouble which has arisen between
that colony and the King of Ashantee, on
account of the latter refusing to refrain
from human sacrifices, is approgching a
crisis. The King is sald to have been very
arrogant during a recent interview with
the Governor-general, Sir Willlam Brand-
ford Griffiths, and the opinion of the white
population of the gold coast is that another
Ashantee expedition is ineyitable.

Uruguayans and Brazilians Fight.

BUENOS AYRES, Jan. 12.—A detachment
of Brazilian troops which was hotly pur-
suing a unmber of insurgents in the Prov-
ince of Rio Grand Du Sul crossed the Uru-

guayan {frontier. A force of Uruguayvan
troops opposed the advance of the Brazil-
fans, and the two detachments opened fire
on each other. One Uruguayan officer and
three soldlers were killed.

A Preteader's Tools Punished.

BELGRADE, Jan. 11.—The trial of the
peasant deputy, Ranko Tiasics and eight
others on the charge of high treason in
conspiring to seize King Alexander and
place Peter Karageorgvics, the Servian pre-
tender, on the throne was concluded to-day.
Tjasics and four others were sentenced to
three years' imprisonment, The others were
acquitied.

FEAST DAY AMONG THE PUEBLOS.

Primitive L'uut;m- and Modern Ways
Mixed Among These Indians.
New York Sun.

“In four months' transcontinertal journey-
ing between the parallels of Ban Diego and
Sitka,” said a tourist newly returned from
the Pacifle coast, “nothing in the way of
aboriginal peoples so much impressed me as
the Fueblo Indians of New Mexico. While
at Albuquerque in September on my way
westward I was Invitad by a friend to drive
with him to the Indian village of Isleta, a
few mlles below the town, on the day of
the annual religious feast of the people,
wihich occurs Sept. 6.

“Isleta, though an Indian pueblo, has
much the character of a small Mexlcan
town with its old church,; its plaza, and
many small adobe houses; but the majority
of the villagers still live, after their primi-
tive fashion, In bee-hive houses, great ter-
race-shaped structures two or three stories
in height, each accommodating several fam-
ilies. ach of these great community houses
is entered by doors in the upper stories, to
which the inmates ascend from the ground
by ladders. Upon the terraces, each of
which is part of the roof of the story below,
the dusky inhabitants pursue theilr house-
hold duties or loun and converse, while
up and down the ladders men, women -and
children, dogs and goats climb as uncon-
cernedly as people might promenade on a
city pavement.

“In the outskirts of the town away from
the great houses were tiny flat-roofed
abodes like those of the poorer Mexicans,
surrounded by mud-walled yards, corrals,
vineyards, and apricot and peach orchards,
and beyond these large wheat, corn and
alfalfa flelds, all marked into squares by
little waterways fed from the great irri-
gating ditch leading milies back from the
Rio Grande. Everywhere outside the culti-
vated tracts were wastes of sand which,
across the river, rolled up in bare, smooth
hills like moutainous ocean waves.

“What saint it s whose feast the Indians
were celebrating on that day 1 did not
learn, or have forgotten, Their pious exer-
cises in the church were over, and their
processions dispersed when I arrived on
the scene, and now the mor® jovial exer-
cises of the day were under full headway
in and about the town. There were dancing,
foot and horse racing, and gambling all
going on at once, and at booths and tables
plentiful refreshments of a spirituous na-
ture were displayed on sale, the favorite
beverage for the Indians and the visitors
alike, beinz native wine. of which great
quantities were drunk. The Ihidians were
picturesque figures, the men In their dress
of white ocotton tunic and trousers, buck-
skin leggings and mocassins, their long
hair banged in front and bound behind
with a ODright red band; the women fin
gaudy cotton walists, short skirts, and cy-
lindrical padded leggings, patterned, seem-
ingly, after a stovepipe, below which thelr
tiny moccasined feet suggested the pretty
contours concealed by thelr unwieldy leg-
wenr,

“The Indian men gambled at monte and
chusas as eageriy as the Mexicans, who
had come in great numbers to the festival
The dancing was performed entirely by
men, in the characteristic Indian step of
hopping alternately ‘'on one- foot and then
on the other in a circle to the music of
a tom-tom or native drum of sheepskin
stretched over a frame like a tambourine.
The dancers varied the performance by an
ocecasional leap or the cutting of a pigeon
wing and by the chanting of songs n the
oldl language, which few of the sing2rs
themselves understand.

“Except for the carMages and lafter-day
costumes of vigitors from the towns and
ranches, the scene carried little sugzes-
tion ef the United States in the last de-
cade of the nineteenth century. To en-
hance the impression of strangeness and
antiquity theres was to be seen in .its fur-
row in a field hard by the plaza single
handled a wooden plough, such as the
Romans used before there ever was a
Christian saint or a calendar, and not far
from it =tood a massive old wooden caretia
(cart) built without & =crap of iron, all
fts parts being bound together with raw-
hide. In the yards and courts of some
of the houses were the rawhide tubs in
which at the viniage time bare-legged In-
dlane 1720 out th2 julce of grape:s.

“There wos much enjoyment and hilarity
among the Indlans and their Mexican wvisi-
tors, and, so far as saw, evervbody,
even the losers at monte, were good tem-
pered, The festivitiee were marred by one
aceldent occurring after my friend and I
had left the scene. A young Indlan, the
gon of the governor of the tribe, whlile
galloping and shouting about the plaza was
thrown from his horse and killed, To a
Inoker-on from the East, unaccustomed o
the slght of reckiess riding, it would seem
that many such accldents must happen,
but they are of rare oceurrence, It was
with reluctance that I quitted this strange
snd ploturesque =cene,  some of  whose
featuren were thosa of Spain, Iu the fif-
toenth century, and others, like the Ind'an
costumes and terrnced houses, are per-
petuations of the reml-civili=ation whicn
exleted mlong the upper Rio Grande before
ever "n European Keel ploughed American
witers,”

RAN A DIVORCE MILL

SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST OFFI-
CIALS OF A COLORADO CoLntT.

____.___i__
Alleged to Have Conducted a1 Whele-
sale Divorce HBusiness and Grant-
» ed Illegal Decrees.

DENVER, Col, Jan. 12.—Repesentative
Pease, elected in November, makes serious
cnarges against the court eflicials in
Cheyenne county, at the east end cof the
State. He alleges that several hundred {i-
legal divorces have been granted, and he
has placed the matter in the hands of A.
B. McKinley, one of the most prominent
attorneys in the State, to be presented to
the Legislature. The alleged wholesale di-
vorce business was conducted at Cheyenne
Weils. The investigation has resulted in
the disclosure of many sensational facts.
Cheyenne Wells is the county seat of
Chefenne county, and is in Colorado, seven-
teen miles west of the Kansas boundary,
being on the line of the Kansas Pacliic.
According to the evidence guthered, the
company government has been for several
yvears in the hands of six men, all of whom
were aware of the divorce court traffic.
The cligue 'had a falling out, two
of the party deserting the oth-
ers  politicaily. One of these was
elected in November to the House of Rep-
resentatives in the Colorado Legislature,

and it iIs through his efforts that the inves-
tigation was taken up against the remain-
ing four. The county judge, C. E. Slatterly,
has a law cffice in Denver, sharing his quar-
ters with €. H. Fairall. Slatter'v became
judge in 1893, Falrall was county sttorney
untll Tuesday last, and was deputy district
attorney for the county in the fourth judi-
cial district of Colorado Springs. In one
case, that of LaFayette Gardner, aatinst
Mariette Gardner, sult - was instituted Ang.
18, 1804, and determined Nov, 10, 1834. Theye
is nothing in the court file regarding the
case, except a complaint not sworn to, and
affidavits glving Mrs. Gardner's residence
as Schnectady, N. Y., and a summons which
was never served. The weekly paper in
the town did not publish the summons.

It is claimed that in most of these divorce
cases, even where no default was made.
that no jury was impanneled. There are
but one or two hundred people in Cheyenne
county, not half as many as the number of
divorcag granted, and, according to resi-
dents of Cheyvenne Wells not over onn or
two divorce suits have ever been instituted
by residents of the county. It is also al-
leged that the divorce brokers have agen-
clea in other towns than Denver, where
buginess was drummed up. Proceedings for
the disbarment of Judge Slattery and law-
yver Fairall will be instituted before the
jower house of the Legislature at once.
It is also intended to commence criminal
proceedings, and it is alleged that enough
evidence is Iin the hands of the authori-
ties to send all four of the parties to the
penitentiary.
